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Tre great event of tho week, as may be surmised, has been 
the settlement of the American difficulty, and the consequent | 
improvement in public affairs thereon. The news only | 
appeared in a portion of our last weck’s impression, though 
since then it has been circulated throughout the length and the 
breadth of the land, and been received with manifestations of 
gladness and satisfaction everywhere. We felt persuaded that 
the Washington Government would make the amende, muchas 
a certain section of the press denied it; and the dispatches of 
Mr. Seward now published show that we were right in that 
supposition, and that at no moment was there any disposition 
on the part of President Lincoln’s Cabinet to make the reten- 
tion of the kidnapped Commissioners a sine qua non in case 
of a difference of opinion arising as to international law. Im- 
mediately after the act of Captain Wilkes, Mr. Seward appears 
to have forwarded a very conciliatory dispatch to Mr. Adams, 
the American Ambassador to the British Court; and though 
the American Secretary of State may be blamed for not at 
once repudiating the seizure, and liberating the prisoners, this 
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specting the alleged outrage for which reparation was to be 
given. It is evident, from Mr. Seward’s elaborately argued 
dispatch, that he considers the carrying off the Confederate 
Commissioners from on board the Trent mail steamer a breach 
of international law, and that had Captain Wilkes, instead of 
merely taking the four obnoxious passengers, seized the ship 
with all the passengers and cargo, and taken it into port for 
adjudication he would have acted in accordance with maritime 
law. He neglected to do this, and therefore the seizure in 
this respect was illegal, but in no other, and so the Com- 
missioners must be delivered up. Such is the substance of 
Mr. Seward's elaborate State paper, which, on its arrival, was 
handed over to the consideration of the law officers of the 
Crown. It is to be hoped that the argument therein urged 
respecting the issues raised by the Trent affair will have the 
effect of settling what is international law, so that the great 
maritime Powers may in future clearly understand what laws 
аге to be held binding on neutral ships in a time of war; that 
thereby the risk of quarrels, arising from such an act as that 
which has all but set two hemispheres together by the ears 
may be reduced to the lowest possible amount. 

The intelligence of the liberation of Messrs, Slidell and 


тау be excused under the peculiar circumstances of the 
Washington Government, and the want of precise data re- 
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Mason by the Federal Government has been generally re- 
ceived by the American people and the press with approbation 
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It was feared, so some of our newspapers alleged, that the 
“ mob," as it is called, would fly in the face of the President 
for giving in to the demand of the “ British Lion,” but, instead 
of this being the case, it appears that in New York, as well as 
elsewhere, the settlement of the difficulty has given general 
satisfaction. Contrary to the opinion of some of our politi- 
cians, who averred that the North was anxious for a war with 
this country, in order to find an excuse for backing out of 
the conflict with the South, we have held that the North was 
in earnest in its efforts to crush the rebellion, and that, there- 
fore, President Lincoln could not afford to have two wars on 
his hands at one time. Hence, that he was certain to get rid 
of the British difficulty, in order to have his hands clear to deat 
with the Confederates. All this has come true, and though 
the contest will be a hard and perhaps a tedious one, we have no 
doubt that the superior physical and moral power of the 
North will ultimately prevail, if no extraneous Power interferes 
with the action of the belligerent parties. 


The foreign news in other respects is not of much import- 
ance. Matters are quiet in France, nor is there likely to be 
any stir till after the 27th, when the Legislative Assemblies 
meet. It is expected that they will have more‘work than 
usual to do this year. Paris has been much excited by the 
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cessfully killed a drama of the well-known M. About, the 
“Gaetana "—which has been literally hissod off tho stage, on 
account, it is said, of its author having gone over to the 
Imperial service as a literary hireling. 

The Pope and the Court of Portugal havo got to cross 
purposes, the result of which is that the Government at Lisbon

We have news of a revolution in China, by which Prince 
Kung, by а coup d'etat has become tho head of the State. 
From this we are led to believo that a more liberal policy in 
regard to foreign nations will in future prevail. 

Home matters are quiet. The Windham trial drags its slow 
length along, nor, at the timo we write, is there a prospect of 
its being ended. The cost is already said to be upwards of 
twenty thousand pounds. 

The Chancellor of tho Exchequer has been starring at Leith, 
the birth place and for some time the residence Ф his father. 
His speech was mainly devoted to the American question, which 
was discussed in a liberal and temperato epirit, and іп а 
manner that must please our irascible cousins оп tho other 
side of the Atlantic. He gave at the same time a pretty 
broad hint that our recent warlike movements will not be 
without material efect upon his budget for the eurrent year. 
Already an increaso in tho incomo-tax із talked of, as tho 
penalty to bo paid for tho Mason and Slidell atziir. 


PEDIGREE OF THE WINDHAM FAMILY. 
Ат the present moment our renders may bo glad to have 
placed before them a short outline of the history of the ancient 
family of Windham, in reference to the importunt trial which 
із now occupying so much of publio attention. 

The first point to state is, that tho Windhams flourished in 
Norfolk, and other eastern counties, heforo tho conquest; end 
the second, that as the Duko of Wellington nota Wellesley, 
but a Colley; the Pageta not Расеіз but Bailys; the Dnko 
of Northumberland not a Perey, but a Smithsou; and Lord 
Nelson not a Nelson, but a Bolton; just во Mr. W.P. 
Windham, of Felbrligz hall, Norfolk, the owner of estates in 
that county and Suffolk oftho value of from £15,000 to 
£20,000 п year, is nota Windham at all, bnt a Lukyn or 
Lukin. Wo will attempt to show how this happens. 

By referring to Morant'a “ Пізіогу of Essex,” wo find that 
ono беоПтеу Lukyn, Esq., of Dunmow, in that county—tlo 
village celebrated by tho ** Flitch of Bacon” proccssion—held 
lands in that parish by a grant from King Henry VIII. This 
Geoffrey was the third son of Richard Lukyn, Esq., of Chignall, 
iu the same county, who had other issue, from whom the Earl 
of Verulam is said to be descended by Sir D. Burke. From 
tho above-mentioned Geoffrey was lineally descended ia the 
паса or fourth generation one Robert Lukyn, of Wellestye, 
Essex, who married Mary, the daughter of Lionel Lane, Esq., 
hy whom ho had ason Itobert. This Robert Lukyn in his turn 
married and had a son, whose son, George William, was a 
rather celebrated divine in his day, and rose to become a Dean 
of Wells. He marricd Cathetine, second daughter of Robert 
Doughty, Esq., of Hanworth park, Norfolk. Robert Lukyn's 
wife Sarah married, as her second husband, one William Wind- 
ham, Esq., by whom sho was the mother of the celebrated 
statesman of the reign of Georgo III., the Right Поп, William 
Windham, M.P., tho early friend, and, subsequently, the poli- 
tical antagonist of Fox, and who, having represented Norwich, 
iligham-Ferrers, &c., for many years, closed his long and 
brilliant entary career in May, 1810, leaving a life 
interest his estates to his relict, Frederica Cecilia, the 
daughter of Admiral Forrest, with remainder to his nephow, 
Mr. William Lukyn, eldest son of tho above mentionod Dean 
of Wells. 

This latter gentleman, who had served in the war under 
Nelson апа Hood, and who rose ey to the rank of a 
vice-admiral in the British navy, оп Mrs Windham’s decease, 
nssumed, by royal licence, the sarname and arms of Windham 
only, in lieu of those of Lukyn, im 1824, when ho succeeded to 
the Fellbrigg and ather estates of his deceased uncle. He 
married Anne, daughter of Peter Thellusson, Eeq., of Broads- 
worth, Yorkshire (brother of the first Lord Rendlesham), by 
whom he had issue a family of five daughters and five sons. 

The eldest daughter of Admiral Windham married Henry 
Baring, Esq.; the second married George Windham, Esq., of 
Cromer, Norfolk, and after his death the late Earl of Listowel; 
the third became the wife of James Н. Holly, 3sq., of Burgh, 
Norfolk; the fourth married the Hon. В. Hare of 
Lord Listowel); and the fifth married Sir Henry Cooke, . 

Of the sons the youngest is; or was, an officer in the 1st foot 
the fourth is Major-general Charles Asho Windham, C.B., th 
hero of the Redaa, апа late М.Р. for East Norfolk, who 
of the petitioners in the present case; the third gon is or 
a captain in the navy; and the second is, or was rector of Feli- 
hrigg; the eldest son of the late vice-admiral was the late Mr.

Foreign Bets, 


FRANCE. 
The Senato aed Leglelative Body of France are to moet on 
The Moniteur announces that the Emperor 
in person will open the session.

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signed at Madrid between tho French ambassador, оп behalf 
of his Government, and tho Government of Spain, having for 
its object to determine іп a manner at опсо the most precise 
and the most favourable to the development of international 
relations, the respective powers and functions of the consular 
agents of each country, and the civil rights of the subjects of 
each in the territories of the othcr. This convention, which 
bears date tho 7th of January, will como into forco as soon 
as the ratifications shall have been exchanged. 

A Swiss paper announces that at the diplomatio reception 
of New Year’s Day, the Emperor Napoleon addressed some 
especially fricndly words to Dr. Kern, the representative of 
Switzerland, expressing a hope that the cordial relations be- 
tween tho two nations might bo fully maintained, and request- 
ing Dr. Kern to communicate to his Government tho utter- 
anco of the sincero desire cutertaincd by the Government of 
France. 

Dispatches received in Paris state that the Turks at 
Tripoli had severely ill-treated several of tho Christian in- 
habitants, that the French consul had demanded reparation, 
and that the frigate Mogadore had arrived at Tripoli.

ITALY. 

The Pope is reported to have another dispute on his hands. 
А dispatch from Turin umnounces that diplomatic relations 
havo been broken off between the Court of Rome and that of 
Portugal. When every country in Europe sent in its con- 
dolences to Portugal upon tho sudden and melancholy deaths 
of the lato King and his brothers, the Papal Government alone 
uttcred no word of sympathy, coasolation, or sorrow. We do 
not know whether this вИепсо was produced or suggested by 
the fact that the Government of the late King of Portugal had 
been among the very first to recognise the Kingdom of Italy. 
lIowever that may be, the present King felt, it is said, so 
wounded by the extraordinary conduct of the Papal Govern- 
ment, that ho has recalled his representative from the Court of 
Rome. If this statement be true, it certainly reflects little 
credit upon the Pontifical Government, and speaks littlo for the 
feeling which animates its councils. 

The disturbances in Sicily appear to bo at an end; and ac- 
cording to a statement mado on Saturday by Baron Ricasoli 
in the Turin Chamber it is not probable that they will bo 
renewed. The rioters professed to become insurgent because 
of the conscription, which is a novelty in Sicily, tho Bourbon 
Government never having ventured upon it there. A captain 
of the National Guard was kilied, and his house plundered. 
Plundering houses, indeed, seems to havo been the mode 
which tho rioters adopted of protesting against the conscrip- 
tion. Tho troops, however, soon re-established order, but 
five of the rioters were shot. The population received the 
troops with enthusiasm, and ifthe riot was really а Bour- 
bonian movement in disguise, it quite failed to attain any 


object. 
RUSSIA, 

The Journal of St. Petcrsburg has published an article 
which wo may assume to utter tho sentiments of the Russian 
Government, urging that tho incident of the Trent ought to be 
айе tho starting point of negotiations for the recognition, 
by tho different Powers, of common principles upon the sub- 
ject of neutral rights. The article makes an especial appeal 
to England, exhorting this nation to give the world a solemn 
guarantee for the future, by signing a Convention which wit 
ensure universal respect for the rights of neutral Powers. We 
trust that the appeal thus issned may have its effect, and that 
the affair ofthe Trent may be tho occasion for the readjust: 
ment of many important international questions now un- 


sottled. 
GERMANY 
Tho King of Prussia is still confined to his apartments. 
Berlin dispatches state, however, that no anxiety is felt with 
regard to his illness, which is represented to be very slight. 
Aneatthquake has been felt іп Saxony. The sensation ex- 
tended as far as Leipsic. 


SWITZERLAND. 

BERNE, Jan. 18.—Both Houses of tho Federal Assembly 
were opened to-day.

Tho New York papers reccived by the Teutonia give tho 
voluminous correspondence on tho Trent affair. By far tho 
longest and most important of theso documents is that in 
which Mr. Seward makes known the president’s resolution 
to liberate tho Commissioners, and the grounds of that 
determination. In his recapitulation of tho facts in question he 
does not differ materially from the narrative adopted by Earl 
Russell, but denies that the captain of the Trent was required to 
goon board theSan Jacinto or that any unnecessary violence was 
used. His argument on the case is divided under five heads, 
—on only one of which, the mode of capture, he admits tho 
American officer to have erred. But this admission ho ampli- 
fies and sustains by considerations drawn both from the law of 
nations and the antecedents of American statosmanship; and 
expresses satisfaction that the long-disputed relations of 
neutrals and belligerents are now ті settled, since Great 
Britain can no more assert on her own behalf a practice sho 
has disallowed to others. Next in order of importance is the 
dispateh in which Mr. Seward voluntarily disclaimed the arrest 
of the commissioners, and invited an amicable arrangement of 
the affsir—the suppression of which dispatch we cannot but

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ANCIENT MARTELLO TOWER 
ON TYBEE ISLAND IN THE 
SAVANNAH RIVER. 


When the Federal troops landed 
on Tybee Island,at the mouth ofthe 
Savannah river, they found the 
fortifications erected thero by the 
Confederates abandoned. In tho 
centre of the works was a monu- 
ment of * the olden time,” ц 
martello tower, built by the early 
Spaniards. It is thus described 
by the New York Herald corres- 
pondent :— 

“Within the battery rose the 
gray walls of a martello tower, 
showing but few evidences of decay 
without, but within the platforms 
and floors, and the heavy timbers, 
were wasted by rot and rapidly 
crumbling to dust. It was a 
strange cld tower, and a curicu; 
monument of ancient engineerin: 
skill. It is at lenst 50 feet in 
diameter and as many feet in 
height. Constructed of tapia, a 
concrete of oyster shells and lime, 
with walls at least 10 feet thick, 
pierced for musketry, and with 
portholes for five cannon, and evi- 
dently intended to resist a long 
siege, it showed that this was the 
кепе of war and bloodshed 
generations ago. Нож many flags 
had waved over its gray battle- 
ments it were hard to tell. First 
the Spanish, then the French or 
English; afterwards the Colonial 
ensign; then the Stars and Stripes, 
followed for a brief time by a rebel 
flag of stars and bars, and now tho 
ensign of the Union floats like a 
thing of beauty high above it. 
When we reached the tower, Jack 
of the navy was engaged in rolling 
huge blocks of concrete into the 
lower door, and  barricading it. 
Entrance to the tower is gained by 
a ladder of primitive style, which 
leads to a door 10 feet from the 
ground.

For some months past Colonel 
Freeman at the head of в consider-

On the 3rd 
December, about four o'clock a.m., 
while Company A of Ellis’s Cavalry 
were asleep round a bright fire in 
an old farm house in Salem, they 
were interrupted’ by the noise of 
breaking windows and the dis- 
charge of squirrel rifles and shot 
guns, which awoke them to the 
Consciousness that they were sur- 
rounded by Freeman and his men. 
Major Bowen, with 125 men of 
Ellis’s Cavalry, General Wyman's 
brigade Stationed at Rolla, 25 
miles distant, had occupied Salem 
for several days ; his pickets were 
placed on all approaches. Free- 
man, with 400 men, leaving his 
horses outside the pickets, had 
crawled through the bushes be- 
tween them, and suddenly pounced 
upon the Nationals. Company A 
attempted to dash out, but every 
trial showed the hopelessness of a 
“sortie,” and its members had to 
content themselves with dodging 
the balls, taking care not to allow 
а {оо close approach to the windows. 
Company B, quartered in the 
Court-house at a short distance, 
hearing the firing, rushed out, 
formed behind the building, and 
^not waiting to saddle their borsee, 
as infantry. Another 
Company which had been stationed 
in an adjoining stable also broke 
out and Company A began to es- 
cape from the house. A terrific 
hand to hand fight ensued, at the 
end of which Col. Freeman and his 
men were thoroughly routed. The 
loss to the National’s was four 
killed and а large number 
wounded. Six of Col. Freeman's 
men were found dead in the streets 
and it was stated that 40 were 
missing.

On the prisoner’s apa*tments being searched ten rings be- 
longing to watches were found there.—For the defence vitiiesses were 
called to. character.—The jury found а verdict of guilty, but reco: 
mended the prisoner to mercy on account of his ill health.—'fhe assis- 
tant-judge suid tho prisoner has been before convicted, more than 
once, and bad been tra: sported for seven years. Notwithstanding his 
state of health the court .ad a duty to perform, an: the fact of no less 
than ten bows of watches bein: tound at bis lodgings must be coa-idored 
in dealing with the case, "Phe sentence—it шір. seem severe, but it 
was an almost imperative one—wzs that he be kept in penal servitude 
three years. 

At noon on Saturday Patrick M‘Caffery, a youth under twenty y 
of age, who was ;ately sentenced to be hanged at the L v 414 
fur the murder of Ccionel Crofton and Captain Hanbam 
wood Ba E ton, on the 14th of September la expiated Lis 
crime in Sthe Kirkdale Gaol. On Fritay M‘Catfery retired t 
rest about ele aud slept soundly until about tive o'clock a.m. 
He then dressed himself but would not take anything to eat until he 
had seen the Rev. H. Gibson. Tuis gentleman arrived ab ut seven 
a m., and after the c.lprit had recvived the sacrament, aud bad en- 
gaged in prayer, he tuok а hearty meal about eight. He Беде pardon 
of Mr. Gibbs, the governor ofthe gaol, for havin: boen morose curing 
the early period of his incarceration, and also thanked phim, together 
with the other officers of the establishment, for ihe kind attı ntion 
which he hed received at their hands. In auswer to the reporters, the 
Rev Mr. Gibson stated that M‘Caflery did not tell him that he had 
written two letters to a sergeant of the 32ud Regiment at Preston 
until the letters had been sent away. Mr. Gibson also said that 
M‘Caffery had requested him to write to his frieuds at Staieybridge 
and el«ewhere, and, if possible, to send them some smail pictures as 
souvenirs of him. At twelve minutes to twelve o'clock tho d отв lead- 
ingtothe gallows were thrown open, and immediately a murmur of 
curiosity sed through the crowd assembled below. The young 
man, who had invaribiy maintained the greatest calmness and forti- 
tude, was pinioned by Calcraft, and at twelve o'c'oc& ho walked with 
a tirm step upon the drop, though when he gazed on the multitude 
below his face turned deadly vale, and he shu«tdered perceptib y. The 
Rev. Father Lanns accompanied him to the gallows, and wes constant 
in his admonitions until the culprit was hanged. Before the bolt was 
withdrawn M'Caffery plsced bis lips to the crucifix, aud just as he had 
murmured the words, “Jesus, Mary, and Joseph, I give sou my soul,” 
“ Jesus have mercy upon me," Calcraft drew the bolt and be was sus- 
pended in mid air. he weather was exceedingly wet, yet about 3,00» 
people assembled to witness the execution, and others caine tu see 
Ino body suspended. 130 policemen and nino inspectors guarced the 
ground, ana seemed much relieved when the disgusting business was 
over. 

FATAL RESULT OF ORANGE DispLays.—A frightful accident oc 
eured in Londonderry on Wednesday night at the display of tireworks 
by the apprentice boys.

A FEW WORDS MORE AGOUL DRAMATIC AND 
ГОЕТІС READING, 

Jr ia assumed that poets from their peenliar sensibility to 
the beanties of verse, and their more intimate fainilinri ty with 
its harmonics, are better readers of ро ‘try than other men. 
Perhaps this is genora/)y tho case, but by no means always. A 
man y write very harmonious verses and read them 
roughly. Goldsmith,» peculiarly smooth versificr, once remarked 
in company that poets wero more likely to read verse well 
than tho generality of other pecple; but when ho was invited 
to ilastrate his remavk by his own регбогталго, һо repeated а 
stanza of а balled wich such falso emphasis that he was con- 
demned by all present. 

Davies in his * Lifo of Garrick,” tells us, that when Glover 
read his Boadicea to the actors, "his voice was во harsh, and

solemn composition. Ho was once reading to Doddington 
being himself a reader eminently elegant, was во much pro- 
voked by his odd utterance that he snatched the paper from 
his hands and told him that “ ke did not understand his own 
verses" Dr. Johnson was himself but an indifferent reader. 
His recitation is said to have been at once monotonous and 
violent. We learn from Anna Seward, herself an excellent 
reader and famous in that respect in her own circle, a 
Scott's reading was equally imperfect. Lockhart, however, 
gives a very different account of it. According to him, Scott 
“read aloud high poetry with far greater simplicity, depth and 
effect than апу man ho ever heard,” and he even doubted 
whether in Macbeth or Julius Cæsar, Kemble himself could 
have been moro cfivetive. Scott spoke handsomely те nough of 
Miss Seward’s reading. “The tono of her voice," he said, 
* was melodious, guided. by excellent, tasto and we 1 suit cd to 
reading and recitation in which she willingly exerc 
Southey also speaks in high terms of her modo of re 
Miss Seward told Carey (the translator of Dante ) that 1 
almost the only poet sho was acquainted with, whose 
was entirely just to his muse. Byron is said to have read 
with fecling, but to have had “а Northumbrian burr іа his 
speech." Campbell read like a Methodist parson. 
Wordsworth’s readin: of his own poetry was described by 
Hazlitt as particularly imposing. “Іп his favonvito p 
his eye beamed with preternatural lustre, and tho mear 
laboured slowly up from his swelling breast.” Mrs. Heman 
writes to a friend, © Wordsworth's reading is very peculiar, 
but to my ear, delightful; slow, solemn, earnest in expression, 
more than any I ever heard; when he reads or recites in the 
open air, his deep and rich tones seem to proceed from a 
spirit-voice, and to belong to the religion of the place ; they 
harmenise so fitly with the thrilling tones of woods and 
falls.” Coleridge was also a fine reader. Tho reporter о 
Poct's Table Talk mentions that upon his telling him that he 
did not well recollect the Prothalamion of Spenser, “thon 1 
must read you a bit of it“ said Coleridge, and fotelin:z tho book 
from the next room, ho recited tho whole ofit in his best 
manner, ©] particularly bear in mind” continues the 
reporter (a relative of the poet) ** the sensible diversity of tone 
and rhythra with which he gave the concluding line of cach of 
the strophes of the poem :

His voico seemod to mount and melt into air as tho images 
grew more visionary and the suggested associations more 
remote. Howover thero was a chant in tho rewling of both 
Wordsworth and Coleridge—as is the o with most poets, 
and perhaps it is only hearers of a poetical turn, and with an 
ear for metrical music, that fully relish such reading. 
There are, perhaps, a grenter number of good readers 
amongst actors than in any other profession; though many 
actors, as we have already said, are little to bo admired for 
their recitation. Mrs. Siddons used to bo invited to read 
Shakespeare at the Court of George the Third, and was 
engaged to instruct the younger members of the Royal Family 
in reading. After she had retired from the stage she gave 
public readings of poetry at the Argyle Rooms ia London, It 
was observed that her reading of Shakespeare wis far more 
clf-ctive than her reading of Milton. Мг. Campbell attributes 
this difference to the supposed circumstance that the poetry 
of Milton is too spiritual to be susceptible of any improvement 
from elocution, I confess Ido not agree with him. The 
glorious musio of Milton must be doubly dolightful when 
Woithily expressed by thut noblest of all instruments—the 
human voice. In the case of Mrs. Siddons, we aro to recollect 
that the Queen of Actresses was on her own strong ground in 
dramatic poetry, aud that tho sympathics and associstious of 
the audience were most naturally at her command when she 
Was uttering tho words of ikespeare, Perhaps hi ті 
readers generally do not recito othor kinds 
the drama.

Every true Englishman—every genuine philanthropist, has 
received with delight the last important news from America. 
Tho question of peaco or war between two potent kindred 
nations is no louger in suspence. England has obtained ап 
honorable and bloodless triumph. The concession of the 
Federal Governmeat has saved thousands of lives, and a vast 
waste of treasure that applied to tho furtherance of commerce 
and thepeaccful arts, may add immensely to the convenience and 
happiness of the world. For the advantages of this peace we 
have paid but little. It was necessary to show that we were 
prepared for war, and we did not pour regiment after regi- 
ment into Canada at no expense ; but that expenso was trivial 
compzred with what an actual struggle might have cost us. Wo 
wished for peace, but we have not paid too dearly for our 
whistle. The British nation was not indeed disposed for peace 
at any price, but it exults ata peace so easily obtained. Mr. 
Fox is recorded to have said, “I should profer the hardest 
terms of peaco to the most just war.” We may well rejoice 
that England has escaped the necessity of evena just war, 
and esczped it on the easiest possible terms. It is seldom 
that in such arrangements, both parties can be equally 
satisfied, and it is some deduction from even our own pleasure 
shat our American cousins cauuot contemplate the end of this 
affair with similar feclings. Itis, we fear, but too obvious that 
weowe their conccssionto our demands rather to “the necessity 
of their present position—their domestic troubles—the weakness 
of a divided houschold, than to any cager readiness to do us 
justice and securo a lasting friendship.

Mr. Chambers :—I do not know what is coming, but I ob- 
ject to any questioa unless it be connected with Mr. Wind- 
ham’s lunacy. 

Mr. Kars!nke said if it could be shown that General Wind- 
ham had been about seeking to get witnesses, and had made 
certain admissions that Mr. Windham was not insane, but 
that he wished to gct the property, that would be evidence, 
and a statement of that kind, but which fell short of it, was 
evidence for thejury. The petitioners had not put General 
Windham into the box, and it is open to the defence to 
prove what had been his conduct gn this matter by other 
witnesses. 

The Master decided thatthe evidence was inadmissible. 

Mr. Henry Drake, barrister, formerly a fellow pupil with 
Mr. Windham at: Dr. Badham’s, deposed that there was 
nothing in Mf; Windham's conduct, who was then ten years

W. S. Badcock, valot to Mr. Windham (formerly a railway 
guard for five years on the Eastern Counties line), deposed to 
Mr. Windham's habit of travelling on the line, riding on the 
engine, &c., and said that Mr. Windham, on hig marriage, 
mado him (witness) a present of a watch. Tho directors 
discovered this, and it was intimated to witness that he must 
return it or leave their service. On informing Mr. Windham 
of this, ho engaged witness ns his valet, and witness's wife as 
head housemaid. This witness deposed that he never saw 
Mr. Windham with a guard’s dress on; but he saw him wear 
the belt which witness used to wear when he wasa guard. 
Tho witness also deposed аз to the festivities on Christinas 
Day at Fellbrigg-hall, when witness, with Mr. Windham's per- 
mission, blacked his face and sang “nigger” melodies. Оп 
that occasion Mr. Windham left the room for awhile, and then 
returned, having blacked his face as an Ethiopian melodist, 
but he speedily retired and went to bed, saying that he had 
to be up at six in the morning. 

Signor Fabio Campana deposed in 1857, at Torquay, he was 
daily at Lady Sophia’s house, and vory intimate with young 
Windham.

Sir William Foster, Bart., deposed that ho was a solicitor at 
Norwich, and had acted for tho late Mr. Windham, who was а 
little choleric, but very yood-hamoured, Witness knew young 
Windham from his birth. По believed him to bo of sound 
mind.

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THE TUSCARORA AND THE NASHVILLE AT 
SOUTHAMPTON. 

AT the moment that news reached us of peaceable relations 
being maintained between England and America by the sur- 
render of the captive commissioners, the war between tho 
Federal and the Confederate States is brought to our very 
doors, and the two navies stand arrayed against each other, at 
least by deputy, in Dritish waters. The entrance to the 
Southampton docks is absolutely under blockade, as far as one 
vesscl ін concerned—a blockade, too, which promises to be far 
more effective in its results than that which exists oa the 
shores of the Southern States. 

The new U.S. screw sloop of war Tuscarora is moored at 
the entrance of the Itchen creek, just at its confluence with 
the Southampton water, about a mile from the dock mouth. 
She has her fires banked up, and lies with two springs to her 
cable, ready to slip anchor and start at a moment’s notice. 
The Nashville, which vessel the Tuscarora has come over to 
take especially under her watchful care and protection, still 
remains quietly berthed in dock, and no signs of getting up 
steam have betrayed themselves, although it was openly stated 
on Wednesday night that she intended to venture out and put 
to sea in the morning. However, the probability is that, as 
tke Nashville would not be able to cope with such a formid. 
able competitor, both vessels will remain here looking at each 
other until the war is over. The Tuscarora is armed with 
nine heavy guns, while the Nashville is stated to have only 
two guns of somewhat inferior calibre. The former is a bran 
new ship, just built at Philadephia, and six months ago her 
keel wus vot even laid.

Nationa, RIFLE Assocration.—The council of the National 
Rifle Association have just published their annual report for 
1861, ана it proves most satisfactory, both finnncially and 
otherwise, and clearly establishes the success of this institu- 
tion, Adverting to the financial part of the question, which 
takes up many pages of this very elaborate report, it is a 
gratifying fact that the balance-sheet shows, after the payment 
of all demands, a clear balanco in favour of the Association of 
£2,179 8s. 104. The total income from all sources during 
the past year has amounted to £1,043 12s. lld., and the total 
expenditure to £8,979 1s. 7d., leaving the balance as above 
stated. The report adverts at great length to the objections 
raised to compelling competitors for the Queen's prizo to shoot

On Wednesday 
evening Captain Britton, the American consul at Southampton, 
went off to pay his respects to Captain Craven, on board the 
Tuscarora, and it may be presumed, made such arrangements 
as will render it a matter of impossibility for the Nashville to 
make her escape. The Tuscarora has been sent over here by 
the Foderal Government to prevent, as far as possible, depreda- 
tions by Confederate privateers upon American vessels, and 
she is to be followed by one or two ships of tho Federal navy, to 
protect their flag in the English Channel. With regard to the 
Nashville, there is no doubt that intelligence of the expected 
arrival of the Tuscarora was received by Captain Pegrim some 
days ago, and every effort hag "been made to get her ready for 
sea as expeditiously as possible. The British Government has 
observed the strictest neutrality in regard to the repairs, &c., 
effected in this ship. Nothing has been done but what was 
absolutely necessary to make her seaworthy, and such repairs 
only have been executed as are always permitted, as an act of 
humenity, to any vessel in distress. The Tuscarora requires 
only coals, water, and provisions, which are being supplied her. 
One night last week several armed теп were found between 
the West and Middle Docks close to the bows of the Confederate 
steamer Nushville. The party consisted of two officers with 


their side arms, and three men with dark lanterns, signal lights, 
«с. On their being requested to state to what ship they be- 
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longed, and their authority for being there, one of the officers 
replied, “ We belong to the Tuscarora, and are here on duty by 
order of our captain. We are here to watch the Nashville, and if 
she attempts to get under weigh to signal the Tuscarora.” They 
were requested by the superintendent of the docks to leavo 
immediately, and were informed that the docks were the рч. 
vate property of individuals; that they had no right to be 
there for other than commercial purposes; and that they 
would not be allowed to be stationed in the docks for the pur. 
pose of watching the Nashville or any other vessel. Tho 
officers of the Tuscarora then communicated with Captain 
Britton, the United States’ consul, who expressed an opinion 
that tho Tuscarora’s people had a right to be on the dock рге- 
mises во long as they behaved іп a proper manner. То this 
the superintendent of the docks declined to assent, and repeated 
to Captain Britton the determination to prevent a repetition of 
such conduct on the part of the Tuscarora’s crew. Tho 
officers and men from the Tuscarora, finding the dock antho. 
rities would not allow them to be on their premises for the 
purpose of watching the Nashville, ultimatcly embarked for 
their ship lying in the stream. Mr. Hedger, the dock super- 
intendent, addressed a letter on the subject to Captain Patey, 
who communi: ated at once with the Government by telegraph. 

The Corfederate war steamer Sumpter, it is stated, is ex- 
pected here: She mounts about tho samo number of guns as 
the Tuscarora, and carries 140 тоеп, 

With a view to quiet apprehension оп the part of the inhabi. 
tants of Southampton and the vessels in the port, and to pre- 
vent any trial of strength between the Federal war ship Tus. 
carora and the Nashville, the Admiralty hus ordered the Daunt- 
less, 31, Captain Willcox, to keep a sharp look-out, and prevent 
any collision within British waters.

CHATEAU OF COUDRAY-MONTPENSIER. 
ТнЕ chateau of Coudray-Montpensier, now tho property of 
Count de Lamote-Barace, was erected in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, and for some time inhabited by the celebrated Anne 
Marie Louise of Orleans, tho niece of Louis XIII. At her 
death it fell to the family of Lauzun, and since then shared all 
the vicissitudes of the French nobility, being in turn in the 
hands of barons, jews, democrats, knights, and greengrocers.
